Besides this there is each year a considerable num- 
ber of deaths among mature cattle and calves caused by 
this disease. Had the spread of tuberculosis been allowed to 
continue at the same rate that it progressed in this state 
for the ten years prior to 1917, in a score of years more 
the disease would undoubtedly have exacted a toll from the 
livestock owners of New York of $5,000,000 annually, nor 
would this have been all the loss. Our splendid purebred 
herds would have been undermined, and our reputation as 
producers of high-class cattle would have been ruined.

abreast of the times in improving their herds, but in disease 
prevention we have been like the man Professor Roberts 
of Cornell used to tell the boys about—“The man with the 
third hand, the ‘littlh: behind hand’ ”.

become more insidious and virulent in this state than in 
others. There was a reason for this because a few owners 
and breeders of livestock, had, perhaps, been indifferent 
and dishonesty had sometimes crept in in connection with 
the tuberculin test, and, I am ashamed to say, some people 


have tried to build up a business by false’ standards 
Naturally, the circulation of such exaggerated reports 
caused a hardship to the honest breeder and dealer in 


cattle in this state. 

It was mainly to correct these conditions that New York 
State adopted the Accredited Herd of Honor Roll Plan ol! 
tuberculosis eradication in the spring of 1918. Through the 
organized co-operative efforts of the breeders and the 
State and federal governments, this plan contemplates the 
extermination of tuberculosis from herds and eventually 
from areas. The eradication of this disease from swine is 
a closely allied object of the plan. Herds found to be 
free from tuberculosis on two suecessful annual tests are 


placed on the honor roll, and their owners receive an 
accredited herd certificate. This certificate conveys the

HIS is our last opportunity to talk about the National 
| Dairy Show before the doors of that great institution 
are swung open to the public, and we want to make 
use of that opportunity simply to say,—if you an possibly 
arrange your affairs at home so that you can attend the 
Dairy Show at least on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday. 
October 12, 13 and 14, you will find it a very profitable 
investment. We now have a definite line on the entries 
for the show and the list which appears on another page 
furnishes the strongest possible testimony to the strength 
and interest which the Holstein show will contain. 

The National Dairy Show management is authority for 
the statement that this year’s show will bring out the 
largest and most brilliant display of the leading dairy 
breeds in the history of that institution. The list of Hol- 
stein exhibitors presented is not complete as the Ohio 
entries apparently were delayed beyond the date of 
tabulation of this list. However, Secretary Barker of 
Ohio has been hard at work in making his selections and 
we feel safe in saying, therefore, that a complete string 
from Ohio as well as perhaps some other individual entries, 
will be there with the rest. In many ways the competition 
this year will be the most interesting in the history of the 
show; the most prominent winners from the different 
state fair circuits will nearly all be on hand. While the 
total number of entries has been exceeded at several state 
fairs this season and previous seasons, it must be remem- 
bered that the National Dairy Show entries represent the 
most careful sifting of these state fair exhibits, and on that 
account we are expecting to see the highest average of 
quality throughout the entire show that has ever’ been 
brought together. Practically every class, or at least the 
majority of them, will bring out a number of undefeated 
champions and first prize winners. animals who have gone 
through the entire show season up to the National with 
nothing less than a purple or blue to their credit. We

As a matter of tact, when you stop and analyze the 
entries, it is impressed on you that the Holstein show 
alone is worth the trip half way across the continent to 
inspect, and there will be more than one Holstein breeder 
who will go several times that distance in order to be 
present.

Some Thoughts on the National Sale 


HE financial statement of the details of the National 

Sale at St. Paul last June, published in the World 
this week, makes interesting reading, disclosing as they 

do the fact that by placing this annual sale event on a 
co-operative basis, over $32,000 was returned to the various 
state organizations for breed promotional work. We find 
no less than eight states drawing down over $1000 in the 
form of a commission on the sale of cattle from their con 
signments, the leader being Minnesota herself with $5,928 
California closely following with $5,606, but with her $500 
prize tor high average, really leading the list. Wisconsin, 
in third place, had $4,174, and New York $3,710. Think of 
the beneficial effect on the state organizations that have 
perhaps all their lives been confronting financial difficul 
ties. In the state of Washington over $2600 was returned, in 
lowa nearly $2200, and so on down through the states with 
smaller representations where sums from $1000 down 
iooks big in comparison with the previous treasury amounts 
These facts are emphasized here to bring home the im- 
portance to the industry of the idea which the Minnesota 
breeders established in connection with the 1920 National 
Sale. It was a real inspiration and to E. C. Schroeder 
who, we understand, first suggested the plan and the 
Minnesota Association, which promptly adopted it and put 
it into effect, must be returned the thanks and everlasting 
appreciation of the whole industry. It is not our purpose 
here, however, to blow Minnesota’s horn for giving birth 
to this co-operative plan. It is rather to consider some 
other aspects of the National Sale that we believe may be 
profitably given more consideration. In addition to the 
actual money turned back for extension purposes, putting 
the sale on this basis immediately broadened its scope and 
put the whole industry in the position of boosters for its 
success There can be no question but that this attitude 
otf mind had much to do with stimulating interest and 
adding to the attendance and prices paid. In addition, by 
emphasizing the highest standards of sale ethics, it helps 
to raise the whole plane of public sale procedure. On the 
other hand, in future events we must take care that over 
stimulation does not result in injury to the industry rather 
than its gain, and that in the matter of prizes and 
premiums on high averages, the temptation to by-bidding 
swapping or jockying, be not encouraged. Another danger 
that must never be lost sight of is the fostering of sectiona! 
jealously. It must be remembered that the breeders 
represented in the sale have presumedly picked out the 
best animals they own, or have had them drafted by the 
committees. In many cases the returns are of paramount 
importance to the consignor, and in every case he is in 
terested in getting the highest possible dollar for his 
animal. Where the pocketbook is affected we are all of 
us inclined to feel rather strongly, and it is the easiest 
thing in the world to feel that you are being discriminated 
against, that you are not being given your share of what 
are considered the favorable positions in the sale, or that 
the breeders from some one section are not supporting 
your offerings as they are the offerings from some other 
section. Usually, we believe, such thoughts are the pro- 
duct of an over-worked imagination, and we believe that 
altogether too much emphasis in the past has been laid on 
the value of position in the sale. At St. Paul, for instance. 
breeders who thought their animals were going in at an 
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unfavorable time in the matter of position in the sale, after 
their animals were sold had no fault to find with the 
results. The point is, however, that as long as the love 
of money continues to be a human attribute, just so long 
shall we have to pay particular attention in our national 
sales to the subject of sectional feeling, or instead of being 
«u nationalizing, harmonizing influence, that big annual 
event will become a breeder of ill feeling and sectiona! 
antagonism. 


New Instruction Circular 


HE secretary's office has prepared a new circular of 
instruction for beginners, containing suggestions for 
the preparation of applications for registry and trans- 

fer. There are many of our breeders who would be well 
repaid to obtain this circular, read it over carefully and 
vet the meaning by heart, for it is a serious matter when 
we learn that one of every five applications sent in to the 
secretary is wrong and has to be returned to the applicant 
or correction. It is estimated 
that at least one half of the 
xpense of the secretary's 
ffice would be done away with 
f every application sent in was 
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was a time when nearly every one came under his special 
inspection but today it is impossible that he have any- 
thing to do with but few of the papers that come into his 
office. So if your applications are sent back for cor- 
rection, make up your mind that it is not a personal matter 
with the secretary but is in accord wih the rules enacted 
by the members of the Association and its Board of 
Directors for the guidance of the secretary’s office in its 
work of maintaining the purity of the breed. 

The circular can be obtained free from the office of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association at Brattleboro, Vt., and it 
would pay every owner of a purebred Holstein animal to 
send for it and study its contents.

This is another thing that creates con- 
siderable confusion but the secretaries of the various breed 
associations are practically, if not altogether unanimous, in 
agreeing that this date is better than the actual date the 
animals are sold, for in a large majority of cases the ani- 
mals do not leave the owner’s possession until several days 
have elapsed, and if the animal is bred during the time that 
elapses between the purchase date and the delivery date 
it is almost certain that there will be an error when the 
uext application is made out unless the delivery date is 
used,

Korndyke Geiske Ray- 
mondale was placed third, being slightly off on the rump. 
Model King Segis Glista was better lined than the third 
prize bull but not in show ring condition. King Lansing 
showed a fine top line and plenty of style and many of 
the spectators looked for him to stand higher, but he was 
too short bodied to suit the judge and took fifth place. 

In the two-year-old ring, King Dora Segis Pontiac, a 
very straight, showy animal, won handily over Flint Maple- 
crest Ona Butter Boy, who was somewhat off on the rump. 

College Butter Boy headed the senior yearlings. He is 
a very growthy fellow, a little upstanding and not quite 
deev bodied enough to suit, but should come back strong 
another year.

There were only two entries in the Junior yearling 
class and the blue went to Pabst Iris Korndyke, a very 
nice lined bull but a little heavy in the shoulders. 

King Okemos Segis Pontiac, son of the first prize two- 
year-old, won handily in a large entry of senior bull calves 
but lost the junior championship to Maple City King Lyons, 
an exceptionally well developed junior calf. In this ring, 
second, third, and fifth went to John P. Hehl, who has 
taken over the Pelletier herd. 

Maple City King Lyons also captured the grand cham- 
pion ribbon, competing with the senior champion, King 
Pietertje Lakeside. 

There were several very showy cows in the class of 
nineteen aged cows which faced the judge, and Johanna 
Mutual Girl. owned by’ Michigan Agricultural College, was 
placed at the head of the list. She is an exceptionally 
fine type, very good over the shoulders, with well sprung 
rib and square rump and excellent quality, though not so 
large as many of the other contestants. She was placed 
over Okemos Beauty and Beauty Wayne De Kol Korndyke 
as senior champion in short order and finally received the 
grand championship over Lady Boon Canary, the junior 
champion. 

The senior yearling heifer class was a large class and 
the first four ribbons went to members of the Lenawee 
County Association. 

Considerable interest was displayed in the senior and 
junior heifer calf classes, as there were several calf club 
entries. This was the first time that calf club” calves had 
competed, being exhibited by members of the Lenawee 
County Holstein Calf Club. This club has twenty-eight 
members, only five of whom exhibited, but they captured 
three ribbons, first and fifth in senior calf class and second 
in junior calf class. Next year we expect a much larger 
and better showing from calf clubs.

More Mid-West Fair Dope

In a previous issue, I have given you a few of the im- 
pressions of a representative of the World, engaged in 
“making” a few of the State Fairs of the Mid-West cir- 
cuit. At that time, you got—provided you whiled away 
an idle moment by reading my stuff—a little dope, aside 
from the cut and dried official report appearing elsewhere, 
nm what went on at the first three shows I attended, Se- 
dalia, Mo., Springfield, Ill, and Des Moines, Iowa. 

* * * 

From Des Moines the gentle—more or less— reader is 
invited to take a run down to Lincoln, Nebraska. While 
not conducted on so pretentious a scale as the big fair 
at Des Moines that we have just left, the Nebraska State 
Fair has made considerable progress since last year, with 
some ninety head of Holsteins taking their ease on the 
upper floor of the new cattle barn. 

x * x 

Speaking of the new cattle barn, the Nebraska boys 
certainly deserve a few bouquets there. When a merciful 
Providence intervened last winter and caused to be des- 
troyed by fire the wretchedly inadequate shack that had 
served as a cattle barn, the business men of Lincoln and 
perhaps other cities and the cattle men of the state, got 
together and after offering a vote of thanks, proceeded to 
underwrite a brand new, fire proof, $150,000 cattle barn 
which it is expected the State Legislature will be glad to 

‘appropriate some money for at their next session. The 
barn is built in two stories, with a not too steeply graded 
driveway leading to the upper floor, where the dairy cattle 
‘are housed, with the beef stuff on the ground floor. The 
dairy department is provided with rows of stanchions in- 
stead of the regulation show barn stalls, and individual 
‘drinking basins will probably be provided later. There 
are also a number of box stalls for the calves, and it was 
found that different stalls for the big bulls are almost a 
necessity and will probably be added before next year’s 
show. 
* * * 

Last year the Jersey show at Lincoln consisted of 
just one cow, she the State champion yearly butter pro- 
ducer over all breeds, who had a private booth in the 
Dairy Hall. This year several good Jersey herds were 
out, showing good progress for our little fawn colored 
friends, but in the place of honor reserved for the cham- 
pion of the State, stood a good old Black & White, who 
during the past year wrested the title from Jersey hands. 
She is Tulip Pietertje Koningen 2d, developed by C. H. 
Starke of Red Cloud, and now the property of Starke 
sros. Her production of 26,721.8 lb. milk containing 1066.- 
‘6 Ib. butter is the highest in the state for either milk 
or butter, but I personally saw several cows in the state 
and less than 1000 miles from Lincoln that are due to 
beat this record and they are not all in one herd either. 
But that is another story and can wait. 

* * ~ 

In the booth adjoining the one where the State cham- 
pion stood, was an exhibit representing the work of this 
creat cow. A huge pyramid of 10-gallon milk cans—315 
of ’em—gave the observer a concrete idea of what her 
year’s milk production looks like. A hay stack contain- 
ing 4068 Ib. of baled alfalfa, and sacks containing 2312 
'bs. bran, 1352 Ibs. oil meal, 498 Ibs. ground oats, 463 Ibs. 
cround barley, 1796 Ibs. ground corn, 1254 Ibs. beet pulp, 





and a miniature silo marked 4680 lbs., represented the 
amount of feed consumed during the course of the year. 
It made quite an impressive display.

Just by chance, I happened to learn the results of 
the Better Babies show at Lincoln, and as one might ex- 
pect, a “Holstein baby’? won a blue and a championship. 
Little Laurene Williams, just 24 months old, was First 
Prize Town Girl between the ages of 18 and 27 months— 
shall we say junior 2-year-old class?—and was also cham- 
pion Town Girl, with a score of 98. While the writer 
is as yet comparatively unfamiliar with the scale of points 
for the human infant—don't crowd me! give me time!— 
the little lady might be rather amateurishly described 
as a perfect blonde type. She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Williams; of College View, Neb., the sire 
of the Blue Ribbon winner being superintendent of the 


Holstein herd at Union College. Needless to say, Hol- 
stein milk has always been an important part in the 


diet of Lady Laurene.

The results of the Holstein show have been described 
in detail elsewhere in the World and there is no need to 
repeat here. Old Bon repeated of course, and added 
another scalp to his already long string. Only once, if 
memory serves, in the past three seasons, has Johanna 
Bonheur Champion 2d failed to take Grand Champion 
honors.

And by the way, that Kansas herd is bringing out 
another perpetual Grand Champion in Appleman’s Irene 
Sarcastic De Kol. Each week brings her one week nearer 
to calving, and she looks better and better. Certain 
Kansas optimists are hinting at the possibilty of two 
Grand Champions at the National from the Sunflower 
State. Perhaps by the time these lines are published 
the National will have passed into history and you will 
all know whether such a suggestion is presumptuous or 
not. Well, she may not be a Grand Champion at Chicago, 
but if she is not inside the money, it is going to be a 
wonderful show.

Mention was made in the report of the show, of a 
little dissatisfaction with the judging at Lincoln, the 
most active complaints coming from the Kansas side. 
The decision of the Nebraska boys to take a herd to To- 
peka to the Kansas Free Fair, made it possible for many 
of the contested decisions to be played off again before 
another judge. Because of the lateness of their applica- 
tion, it was impossible for the Nebraska cattle to get ac- 
commodations at Topeka, except in a tent, so some of the 
breeders, notably Mr. Frost, manager of the Woodlawn 
Dairy, decided not to take the trip, but a good bunch from 
the H. L. Cornell herd and a few of Dr. Davis’ and from 
Union College were on hand. Judge Gillette at Topeka 
agreed with Judge Hall at Lincoln in giving Junior Cham- 
pionships to the little heifer calf from Union College, 
but disagreed with him on yearling bull and junior year- 
ling heifer, giving the blue to the Kansas herd and the 
red to Cornell. Like Mr. Hall, Gillie did not find Old Bon 
and his sister well enough matched to give them First 
or even Second for Produce of Cow; ruling that the ex-

The State As- 
sociation takes pride in having a part 
in the general successes this year. 
We have encouraged County Associa- 
tions, Calf clubs. County herds and 
county agents The results speak 
louder than words. We have watcned 
closely the premium lists and in these 
where additional classifications 
are necessary we have written the 
fair officials accordingly. Get of sire, 
produce of dam and calf herd seem to 
be most often omitted. We think 
them very important from the breed- 
ers view point. In the years to come, 
we hope to work even closer with these 
educational institutions which are a 
part of every county and dot our 
state so thoroughly.

The County Holstein Association in 
Wisconsin are right busy on fall sates. 
The managers are lining up advertis- 
ing and catalogues while the inspec- 
tion committees are taking time from 
fall farm activities to pass on the sale 
entries. A number of counties will 
hold their sales in new _ pavilions. 
Speaking of pavilions—it is surprising 
the number we have in Wisconsin. 
Nearly every county has a pavilion 
and what haven’t buildings have the 
building “bug.” We like the idea but 
we question the wisdom of elaborate- 
ness and of building in these times. 
Our advice would be “be sure you 
are right then go ahead.” The price 
of feed continues high. Pastures are 
dry and generally poor and fall rains 
much needed. Some big milk com- 
panies are issuing warnings concern- 


ing a milk surplus. Prices of most 
commodities have started on _ the 
toboggan. In the face of these 


facts, we might expect our initial sales 
to show a slight depression in prices 
and enthusiasm. 

On the other hand, Wisconsin is a 
land of winter cows. Our dairymen 
aim to produce most of their dairy 
products during the season of cold 
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winds and heavy snows. With this in 


mind, they have stocked well their 
barns, grain bins and _ silos. Nature 


was good to them this year and gave 
the Badger state a very good general 
crop—really above the average. Not 
every state was so fortunate. It is 
true, too, that dairymen are reluctant 
to feed such a crop to cows that are 
of questionable efficiency. They are 
the machines that are in our farm 
factories. Our dairymen are good 
workmen and they want only the 
best of tools to work with. In the face 
of these facts. we might expect our 
initial sales to show plenty of enthusi- 
asm, and good prices, if the quality of 
the consignment is such as to induce 
keen competition for possession. 
Breeders have produced the usual 
surplus. They expect to sell what 
they actually don’t need. No one will 
feed more than he needs. Sales 
managers and county’ associations 
generally, must realize the facts from 
all angles. They must go along with 
an ear to the ground and a hand on 
the throttle so as to safeguard Wis- 


consin’s greatest breeding industry. 
They must appreciate the general 
tightening up of the money market 


and scrutinize the entries very closely 
to see that only animals capable of 
returning dividends on their money 
worth are entered in the lists. Repu- 
tations of counties and breeders are 
won or lost according to the quality 
of the sales ring offerings. In this 
day when we are approaching a crises 
in all industry, Wisconsin breeders 
must guard carefully the Holstein 1n- 


dustry. The high standard set in 
other vears must be excelled this 
fall. 

Many are the inquiries we are 
receiving from outside our. state. 
Many are the counties within our 
state whose farmers want more and 
better breeding animals We have 
corresponded with them and = have 
assured them in every case, that 


Wisconsin’s reputation will be upheld 
and that the quality will be better 
than ever. Happy, healthy, hand- 
some Holsteins—the foundation kind— 
guaranteed _ right and worth the 
money—are the only kind that will 
be offered by far-seeing, forward- 
looking public sales officials.

of any Texas agent and very likely 
any agent in the United States. This 
practical work has resulted in giving 
the work the united support of the 
people in all lines of farming. Afte: 
this brilliant success Mr. Merritt 
turned his attention to the dairy in- 
dustry. He found very few good milk 
cows and very little interest in great- 
er production or the importation of 
cows with high production. He there- 
fore turned to the boys and girls and 
has been so successful that he now 
has two calf clubs of twenty members 
each. Each club owns a pure bred 
bull and at the organization meeting 
both clubs chose the Holstein-Friesian 
as the breed they wished to develop. 
These calves come from some of the 
best herds of New York state and 
are now being delivered. The banks 
supported the work and loaned the 
money with which to purchase the 
calves at 6 per cent and for one year 
with the privilege of renewal. All 
calves will be fed under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Merritt and the project 
will last for three years. The first 
year will be the “care of the calf” the 
second the ‘‘development of the heifer’ 
the third the “care of the cow anda 
keeping of records.” Prize money to 
the amount of fifty dollars for each 
club has been placed in the banks it 
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being the plan to call all calves in at 
the county fair for exhibit and judging 
and the prize money will be awarded 
to the members who have the four 
best calves.

A COMING NEW JERSEY HERD 


Located just outside the city limits 
of Trenton are the Broadhurst Farms, 
owned by H. C. Scudder and under 
the direct management of Mrs. Scud- 
der, who has proven herself to be a 
real Holstein enthusiast. 

Although this farm has been in the 
Scudder family for six generations, 
it has not been prominently identified 
with Holstein activities until the past 
fifteen years, although previous to 
that time they had always maintained 
a high producing grade herd, headed 
by registered bulls. Last year they 
exhibited for the first time at the 
Trenton Fair, winning honors in sev- 
eral of the classes, in fact to sum 
it up briefly, they won the _ lion’s 
share of all the prizes. Following 
this, Mrs. Scudder consigned her 
Trenton prize winning cow to the 
Brentwood sale and at that time 
made several purchases which great- 
ly strengthened the breeding of her 
herd. One of her best buys was a 
young daughter of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac from Blue Label Snow- 
ball, a 27-lb. daughter of a 31-lb. cow. 

There is now maintained here some 
75 head, and very recently it was de- 
cided to reserve the prefix “Gold 
Run” for use in registering their ani- 
mals. This name is derived from a 
very picturesque stream which runs 
through the farm and which, accord- 
ing to old geological surveys. is bet- 
ter known as Gold Run Creek. 

At the present time the senior sire 
is Sir Waldorf Lad Jr.. a double 
grandson of Johanna Rue 3d’s_ Lad, 
tracing four times to Paul De Kol. 
This sire is now 14 years of age and 
has a large number of splendid daugh- 
ters in the herd. His first 3-year-old 
daughter to complete a _ semi-official 
record made 817 lbs. butter from 19091 
Ibs. milk under ordinary farm condi- 
tions. This is a heifer of exceedingly 





fine individual quality, of great size 
and judging from her appearance 
ought to make a considerable increase 
over this record in her next lactation 
period. There are some_ twenty 
daughters of Sir Waldorf Lad Jr. com- 


ing along to milk for the first time, 
and these have been crossed with 
Waldorf May King, a liné bred King 
Segis bull sired by King Pontiae 


Hengerveld Fayne from a daughter of 
King Fayne Segis, the next dam a 
daughter of Sir Waldorf Lad. The 
dam of this bull has also recently 
made over S00 Ibs. in a year from 
over 19,000 lbs. milk. She is a cow 
of tremendous capacity, and her son 
by the $100,000 Coldstream bull has 
permitted Mrs. Scudder to carry on 
her ideas of line breeding to the Wal- 
dorfs. In fact, she is so completely 
wrapped up in this line of breeding 
that she immediately recognized in 
King Waldorf Sylvia. which bull 
breeders will remember as being a 
son of Lady Waldort Sylvia sired by 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, the 
bull that she would require to con- 
tinue this line. and she immediately 
secured him from Mr. Davidson, who 
purchased him at St. Paul. The dam 
of this bull has now in eight months 
produced over 700 Ibs. butter and 17,- 
000 Ibs. milk with first calf, and is 
the present holder of all world’s rec- 
ords for both milk and butter for 60, 
90, 120, 150 days, under strictly offi- 
cial test. 

It will be seen from this array of 
bulls that Mrs. Seudder is building 
well for the future. placing her faith 
in lines that have for years been rec- 
ognized as extremely heavy produc- 
ing strains. To quote her—‘There 


is no guess work about the _inter- 
breeding of these three sires. It will 
be a blend of good things and sure 


to ._produce that inheritance of qual- 
ity that makes possible the response 
to care and environment.” 

Mrs. Scudder is intensely interested 
in her herd and immediately recog- 
nized the importance of having one 
free from tuberculosis. with the re- 
sult that the Gold Run Holstein Herd 
enjoys the honor of having been the 
first Federally accredited herd in the 
state of New Jersey. She takes great 
delight in showing her herd to visit- 
ors, who will find in her a person 
thoroughly interested in the line of 
work she is pursuing.

I. Schuyler & Son of Amsterdam, N. 
Y., broke a pair of Holstein steers and 
used them in farm operations.

The lighter 
colored pair are now three years old 
and George uses the four to do con- 
siderable of fhe farm work. When the 
two yokes are being used together, he 
calls them his “four-cylinder gasless 
tractor’, and he does not have to make 
any trips to the garage.

A year ago some 160 Ft. Scott 
farmers and business men visited the 
dairy sections of northern Illinois and 
Wisconsin, accompanied by men 
familiar with the most modern dairy 
practices and able to guide the party 
to the places where the most could be 
learned in the shortest time. Asa 
result of this trip these men got a 
vision of what could be done in 
eastern Kansas where many of the 
natural conditions are far more 
favorable for profitable dairying than 
they were in the localities visited. 
They learned that high producing 
cows were absolutely necessary and 
set about devising means for getting 
veiter dairy cattle for the farmers of 
the county. 


The plan finally adopted was the 
formation of the MHolstein-Friesian 
company, a $100,000 corporetion which 
tiad for its purpose the pooling of the 
financial resources of the community 
in buying and bringing in purebred 
cows of high production or from high 
producing ancestry. A committee 
visited Pettis county, Mo., where such 
a corporation has been in operation 
for a year or more, to learn how its 
business was conducted and what the 
results had been. A most flattering 
report was made by the committee. 
To show their faith in the enterprise 
business men of Ft. Scott purchased 
stock in the company, two men taking 
$2,000 worth each. In all $30,000 has 
been sold in Fort Scott and $15,000 
worth in Fulton, a nearby town.

good pure bred cattle but the lack of entries shows that 
there is not yet a sufficient surplus of good cattle to fur- 
nish the required number. Possibly another year the situa- 
tion may be enough different to warrant another attempt. 
If the sale had been thrown open to all breeders instead of 
being limited to our Association members it is possible 
that a supply might have been found. It is regretable that 
so worthy an enterprise ended in the way it did but the 
experience gained will be useful when the subject again 
comes up for consideration. 

We believe that if Connecticut dairymen could have the 
ypportunity to buy good pure bred females, that many of 
them would respond as most of them realize that the time 
has already passed when they can makea profit with grades 
and scrubs, but) when they look about for pure bred females 


and find the offerings limited to voung bulls they” very 
naturally postpone the time of making their start. It might 
be possible to bring in some good ones from some of the 
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states that have been breeding them for a sufficient length 
of time to acquire a surplus. The consignment sale is a 
good way of relieving the accumulating surplus and meet- 
ing the increasing requirements of dairymen for great 
producing pure’ bred stock. The one great drawback to 
such sales has in the past been the distribution of tuber- 
culosis, but with the combined federal and state control 
under which so many of the breeders have placed their 
herds, this stumbling block is rapidly being removed. If 
such sales should be limited to animals from herds under 
such control, the chances of purchasing infected cattle 
would be reduced to the very minimum. How would it do 
to have a consignment sale at our annual summer meet 
ing? If such a project should be looked upon favorably by 
our members they could by bringing along their dairymen 
friends and neighbors do a lot of good by thus making pos 
sible and very probable the substantial increase in the 
number of pure breds in our own state.

IGHT in the heart of the state 
R:« Oregon lies the Westernwold 

Ranch, near Prineville, in a 
country of vast distances, broad val- 
leys and majestic mountains at either 
side. And here Henry McCall makes his 
home and is making a great record 
for his state by breeding Holsteins. 
It was in 1912 that McCall got his 
first shipment of Holsteins from New 
England and steadily ever since he 
has been showing the world what 
can be done by careful attention to 
liis business which also is his hob- 
by and his pride. 

Oregon is a state of goodly area 
and many varieties of climate and 
each locality claims to be wonder- 
fully fine for dairy cattle or stock. 
The queer part of it is each appar- 
ently is right. There is the Willa- 
meete Valley with its green pastures 
and luxuriant climate with the Coast 
range on one side and the Cascade 
mountains on the other. There are 
the slopes of verdure in Coos and 
Tillamook eounties where famous 
cheese is made and where cattle 
thrive and make great records for 
butterfat as well as milk production. 
There are the rugged hills and moun- 
tains of the eastern part of the state, 
grazing lands, valleys, rolling lands 
and localities that are dry in summer 
and where the silo with its sunflower 
silage afford food when all the green 
stuff has dried up and vanished un- 
der the sun’s warm rays. But no 
matter where you are you'll find the 
breeders telling of the superior qual- 
ities of their stock. 

Probably it is this spirit that is 
bringing the west rapidly before the 
public as a great country for pure- 
bred cattle. Probably it is the spirit 
of the west, the determination to 
achieve, the biguess of the country, 
that inspires such men as Henry Mc- 
Call to make records with his Hol- 
steins. 

Money alone, nor money and hard 
work would not win the victory but 
a genuine love for his work—that is 
what is making the breeder an im- 
portant factor in the events of agri- 
cultural achievements of today. 

Three years after Westernwold 
ranch received its start in raising Hol- 
steins. The cows were put on test 
and the testing has gone merrily ever 
since with a result that every female 
in the herd has at least one yearly 
record or is now on test. It is an- 
ticipated that when the present tests 
are completed the entire herd wii: 
average in the neighborhood of 20. 
000 pounds of milk and 800 pounds 
of butter 80 per cent fat, about 70 
per cent of these records being made 
by heifers. 

The Westernwold herds have never 
heen culled and all the animals owned 
hy the ranch, except two, were born 
in their stables. So it is quite right 
and proper that Mr. McCall and his 
helpers should feel pride in what the 
ranch and its cattle have done. 

One of the first cows to be run on 
vearly test was Florence Idella Sharp. 
No. 232054. Freshening at just four 
years of age, she made 24,667 pounds 
ef milk and 1026 pounds of butter. 
This record won her first prize Hol-

etein-Friesian Association money for 
the year. This record was the state 
record for the breed. But this same 
cow has just completed a record at 
€ years, of 27,235 pounds of milk and 
1146 pounds of butter which still 
makes her champion of the state and, 
I believe, the second highest butter 
record ever made by a Pacific North- 
west Holstein. 

Another heavy producer is Fair- 
view Pearl Johanza Korndyke, No 
168781. As a junior three-year-old she 
made an A. R. yearly record of 20,- 
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sult. And finely bred animals pay in 
the long run. And so what is good 
for one is good for all for prosperity 
is sure to follow when health and 
success are hand in hand.

Maple Lawn Farm and Its Occupants 
By G. H. TRUCKELL 


HE scene of our story is Maple 
T Lawn Farm, Ridott, Ill., one of 

the best producing farms in 
Stephenson County. The owners of 
this establishment are L. M. Swanzey 
& Son, and they are members of the 
Stephenson county farm bureau and 
the Freeport Chamber of Commerce, 


and besides breeding Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle, they also breed Barred 
Plymouth Rocks and grow _ Silver 


Mine corn. 

There are only 117 acres in Maple 
Lawn Farm, but these are not tock- 
ed to full capacity as at the present 
time only 32 head are kept, so that 
you cannot say that Maple Lawn 
Farm is strictly a dairy farm or a 
Holstein breeding establishment. It is 
not a fancy place by any means. The 
buildings are wooden but as Howard 
Swanzey says, with the present price 
of material and the shortage oi labor, 
it would not be advisable, nor has it 
been advisable for some time past, to 
rebuild. 


There are a number of good = ani- 
mals in this herd, notably a pair of 
light colored twin daughters of 


Prince Hengerveld Segis. These are 
very large, strongly built cows, show- 
ing evident dairy capacity, but, so 
far, have not been tested.

This, with 
pasture, is the feed of those on semi 
official test, and owing to the shortage 
of help and the many things to do 
during the summer, the cows are 
milked only twice daily, yet are mak 
ing a good showing. 

Several of the younger members 
of the herd are sirea by Count Pie 
tertje Butter Boy Burke, already 
mentioned, and by King Golden who 
was by King Segis Champion from a 
30-lb. daughter of Lord Netherland De 
Kol.

Manufacturing dealers, particularly 
the condensed milk men, have’ an- 
nounced that after October first they 
will not want any milk until such 
time as market conditions improve. 
There is no demand for export. or 
domestic sales of condensed milk, 
they sav, and they have enough of 
the manufactured product on hand to 
meet their needs for the next six 
months. They propose to deny their 
farmer patrons a market for’ their 
milk and have’ ordered the’ closing 
down of a number of condensaries on 
October first. 

What the manufacturers do not say 
is that the products, now piled high 
in their warehouses, were made with 
high priced sugar. They do not say 
that it is their intention to keep up 
the price of the stocks on hand by re- 


fusing to manufacture new supplies 
with cheaper sugar. Sugar has been 


dropping in price rapidly of late. They 
do not say that they propose to make 
the consumer foot the bill. They do 
say, however, that the producer and 
not the manufacturer will have to 
stand the loss. 
rhe Dairymen’s League has asked 
the base price for milk (three 
pr t) for October. This is twenty 


cents | indred more than the Sep- 
tember lt is twenty-one cents 
per hund: low the cost of produc- 
tion, as figut by the Warren formu- 
la, which has been accepted by the 
League. Some of the distributors of 
fluid milk say they are willing to pay 
$3.65. The manufacturers, however, 
are saying nothing ond issuing or- 
ders for the closing down of conden- 





saries in 
tory. 
The Dairymen’s League is bending 
every energy to put into operation its 
plan for pooling the proceeds of the 
milk of all its members. Producers 
are signing individual contracts with 
the Dairymen’s League Co-operative 
Association, Inc., appointing the  as- 
sociation as their sales agent with full 
power to dispose of their milk as 
fluid milk or as manufactured _ pro- 
ducts, the proceeds to be blended in 
one fund. After all expenses are taken 
out, the fund is to be’ distributed 
among the contracting producers 
share and share alike, differentials be- 
ing allowed for freight and butterfat. 
A refusal of manufacturers to buy 
milk from farmers has’ impressed 
upon dairymen the need of putting in- 
to operation as quickly as possible the 
League's plan for the pooling of the 
proceeds, so that farmers may be as- 
sured a market for their milk and get 
the benefits of the manufacturing end 
of the business. As soon as farmers 
get possession of a sufficient number 
of plants to take care of their product,

there never again can arise a situa 
tion where the manufacturers can 
manipulate the market by refusing to 
manufacture in order to keep up th 
price of products. 

Breeders of cattle are intensely con 
cerned in the outcome of the League’s 
plan. Upcen the permanence of the 
dairymen’s milk market depends the 
breeder’s assurances of a market for 
their cattle. If manufacturers are to 
be permitted to put farmers in a posi 
tion where they will have to get rid of 
their cows, cattle breeders are going 
to be hard  hit.—Fred A. Hoar, New 
York City, Sept. 21, 1920.

the carrying on of this plan. On May

made since that date. 

This plan is endorsed by the fore- 
most breeders’ associations, it is 
fostered and promoted by the county 
agricultural agents, it is supported by) 
state and federal appropriations, and 
with such backing, it gives promise ot 
making rapid strides toward eradicat 
ing this insidious disease from. the

FROM JUNKMAN TO HOLSTEIN 
BREEDER 


if you were told of a successful junk 
man planning to go into the Holstein 
business, you would probably think 
that it would be to deal in culls. You 
would be mistaken. If you heard of a 
man making a success in the junk 
business you would probably set him 
down as a Jew, and again you would 
be mistaken. C. A. Wilson of Decatur, 
lll., is a native born American, made 
his money in the junk business and 
decided to “retire” to farm life. He 
says “retire.” If he calls hustling 
around the way he did when the World 
representative visited him, the writer 
is very thankful that he did not have 
to keep up with Mr. Wilson while in 
active business. Mr. Wilson’s idea of 
retiring on the farm is taking the lead 
and setting a pace that keeps the rest 
of the organization hustling to keep 
up with him. 

One would hardly call retiring buy- 
ing a farm of 145 acres of high priced 
land in the center of Illinois and then 
renting two farms of 120 and 150 acres 
respectively, making in all a total of 
425 acres. Most of us would consider 
that quite a strenuous undertaking. 
and Mr. Wilson is just as original in 
his idea of herd bull management as 
he is in his idea of “retirement”, as 
shown by the way he handles the herd 
sire, Maplecrest Sir De Kol 

Maplecrest Sir De Kol, head of the 
Wilsondale herd, is a son of Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy from 
Mavlecrest Pontiac Daisy De Kol, a 
Sl-lb. daughter of Pontiac <Aaggie 
Korndyvke and the former world cham- 
pion 4-vear-old, Daisy Grace De Kol, 
1203.50 Ib. butter in a vyvear. Could 
you beat that combination of blood 
lines for long-time production? Maple- 
crest Sir De Kol is now 6 years old 
Mr. Wilson thought exercise was nec- 
essarv for the health and welfare of 
a bull of his age so instead of, as 
many breeders do, having a_ high 
priced herdsman exercise the bull by 
leading him up and down the road or 
around the farm and incidentally get- 
ting a lot more exercise than the bull 
does. Mr. Wilson consulted his har- 
ness maker and had him build a col- 
lar of tremendous strength for the 
bull. Attached to this collar is a 
chain, we should hate to say how 
heavy this chain was, but at least 
0 feet in length, securely fastened to 
1 four-foot log, apparently the top of 
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a telegraph pole. Then the old buil 
was turned into the pasture with the 
cows, dragging this heavy log through 
brush, over stumps, down and up the 
banks of the creek, and really work- 
ing for his living. That the results 
are apparently beneficial was shown 
by his appearance and that his use- 
fulness as a herd sire has increased 
is Mr. Wilson’s testimony, while the 
heavy log kept him within bounds and 
rendered him unable to hurt anyboay 
in the pasture even if he so wished. 
They were threshing at the Wilson 
dale farms during our visit so that Mr. 
Wilson just drove us around and did 
not trouble to get the animals to the 
barn. Immediately upon seeing the 
cows, one grand old matron in Oak- 
dale Vinnie took our eye. This cow 
had produced over 100 lb. milk in a 
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day and was a former champion at the 
Illinois state fair and winner of many 
other prizes. There are better show 
cows than Oakdale Vinnie but not 
many. Another beauty was Jane Har- 
court Maid, who as a 5-yeur-old made 
24.58 Ib. butter in 7 days and milked 
96.4 lb. milk in a day shree months 
after she was fresh. Luring the time 
of making her record, she averaged 
over 91.5 lb. a day for the week. She 
is the dam of Zerma Harcourt Maid, 
a 31-lb. cow recently sold by Mr. Wil- 
son to the Rock River Farms, and 
while Mr. Wilson got a good price for 
her and the transaction was satisfac- 
tory from a financial standpoint, he 
regretted several times that we could 
not have seen her in his herd with her 
dam.

never in doubt, with Old Bon inthe ring, but there 
promised to be a good contest for second money between 
King Segis Pontiac Klaver, the Cornell bull, and King Wat- 
son Segis Star, the bull that Coleman & Sons and Dr. Mott 
purchased at the St. Paul sale. While the Coleman bull is 
a splendid individual and the kind of bull most of us would 
like to own, the Nebraska bull, although considerably light- 
er in weight, has probably more show quality than the other. 
He was handicapped, however, by the fact that he hurt 
himself while being shipped and walked with a slight limp 
on that account, and perhaps for that reason as much as 
for any other was put in third place with the Coleman bull 
second. Wm. J. O’Brien of Tonganoxie, one of the Leaven- 
worth County breeders, had the fourth prize bull in Ad- 
miral Walker Butter Boy. 

Only two entries came out in the 2-year-old bull class 
and of these, “Tiny,” as the boys have nicknamed the big 
Stubbs bull, King Fobes Genesta Homestead, was declared 
the winner. He is a tremendously large framed bull for a 
2-year-old, and if he thickens up as he should with another 
vear or two of development, he will be a wonder. The other 
bull in this class was Sir Genesta Korndyvke Burke, owned 
by S. Segrist of Holton. 

The senior yearling class brought out a good class of 
six entries, of which the McCoy bull took the’ blue and 
later Junior Championship. His closest competitor in his 
class was the Cornell bull, King Klaver, who was adjudged 
winner over the Kansas bull at Lincoln the previous week. 
The Nebraska bull has a little more stretch, is a trifle deep 
er bodied, although with perhaps not quite so good a barrel 
as the Kansas bull. The judge also faulted King Klaver 
over the withers, which are a trifle coarse and not so clean 
cut as those of the McCoy bull. Third place went to D. W. 
Beers of Topeka and fourth to Stubbs Farm. 

In the class for junior vearling bulls, F. A. Barney of 
Silver Lake took the blue on a bull bred by his namesake, 
W. B. Barney of Iowa. This bull, Home Farm Ormsby Lad, 
is not a sensational show bull but is a good dairy type bull, 
well grown for his age. Second place went to Collins & 
Van Horn of Sabetha, on U. S. Korndyke Akkrummer 
Ormsby, while O’Brien took third on U. S. Akkrummer De 
Kol Pontiac. 

Nebraska scored in the senior bull calf class, when Piebe 
Pontiac Walker, owned by Cornell took first place. He is 
one of the nicest sons of King Segis Pontiac Klaver we 
have ever seen and was the Junior Champion at Lincoln. 
He found a close contender for first money in Johanna Bon- 
heur Ella De Kol, owned by Chestnut & Sons, who also 
had a bull in’ fourth place with bulls from the Barracks 
third and fifth. 

Another Nebraska victory came in the junior bull calf 
class, when Dr. Davis’ entry, Sir Rag Apple Alcartra stood 
first in a strong class of five. He is the same bull that won 
at Lincoln and is a very good type of strong, masculine bull 
calf. Second went to Sir Tidy Glista 6th, owned by J. P. 
Mast of Scranton and third and fourth to two nice bulls ex- 
hibited by John R. Stephenson of Holton, with a Barracks 
calf in sixth place.

A 
good strong second was Mr. Barney's entry, Dutchland Pie- 
tertje Shepard, with Appleman third and Cornell fourth 
Redman and Union College also placed in this event. 

Union College took the third blue ribbon for Nebraska 
the class for junior heifer calves with the typy little thing 
that won Junior Championship.

The Group Classes 


Three graded herds were entered, with the U. S. D. B 
a strong favorite for first place. With the exception of the 
Aged Cow, who is decidedly not up to U. S. D. B. standard, 
every member of the group is a real show animal, and the 
sire at the head is, of course, Johanna Bonheur Champion 
2d. The Cornell herd was a good second and O’Brien’s herd 
third. Coleman & Sons’ had a herd on the grounds that 
would have been a good contender for second prize, as it 
included the second prize Aged Bull, second prize Aged 
Cow, and two first prize heifers, but through some mistake, 
this herd was not entered. 

The breeder’s young herd honors went to the Kansas 
State Association on four heifers owned and bred by Chest- 
nut & Sons, and headed by the McCoy bull. Cornell had the 
only other entry and also had the only entry in the calf 
herd class. 

Five groups came out for Get of Sire, the blue going to 
the Disciplinary Barracks on the get of Johanna Bonheur 
Champion 2d, giving an additional honor to the Grand 
Champion bull. Cornell was a good strong second with the 
get of King Segis Pontiac Klaver and Dr. Davis was third 
with the get of Rag Apple Korndyke Boon. The two groups 
just outside the money were exhibited by Stubbs Farm. 
the get of Canary Paul Fobes Homestead and Mr. Stephen- 
son, the get of Korndyke Butter Boy 18th. 

In the class for Produce of Cow, first prize went to Cole- 
man & Sons on their two blue ribbon heifers, junior year- 
ling and junior calf, daughters of their second prize cow, 
Holston Madison Diamond Jewel. Cornell took second 
money with his junior yearling heifer and his 2-year-old 
and third went to Old Bon and his little sister, offspring of 
Buffalo Ella.

It has remained for Mr. James Hop- 
kins, an enthusiastic young breeder of 
Blount County, Tenn. to find a new 
argument in favor of Holsteins.

SHIPPERS TO BLAME FOR CAR 
SCARCITY 


The car survey of the Illinois Ag- 
ricultural Association showed that 10 
per cent of the cars on track at the 
various stations throughout the state 
were also on track a week later, but 
the survey did not show why the 
cars were held. The President of the 
Illinois Central Railroad asked the ag- 
ricultural association for the initials 
and numbers of the cars on their 
line, and has traced down every one 
of the 66 cars. In a letter to D. O. 
Thompson, he shows that more long 
delays of cars are occasioned by ship- 
pers holding cars to load or unload 
than by all other reasons combined. 
and has asked the association to re- 
quest its members to cooperate as 
much as possible in speeding up serv- 
ice. This is an unexpected develop- 
ment, for the railroad officials have 
been blamed for the apparent car 
scarcity and it now appears that the 
shippers are much more to blame.

FARM LABOR MORE PLENTIFUL 


From many parts of the country 
comes the report that farm labor is 
more plentiful than it has been any 
time during the last twelve months. 
From the large industrial cities comes 
the tidings that many of the big fac 
tories are giving many of their em 
ployees forced vacations of indefinite 
length and without pay. The result is 
that the “worker” instinctively turns 
to the country where he can get em- 
ployment and at the same time work 
in the open air and have a semi-vaca 
tion. Then the “waster” who has been 
earning big money and spending it 
just as fast as he receives it, has to 
get out and hustle, and so he too turns 
to the country. The unions are so 
strong and well organized that it is 
very hard for a man who is not a 
member of that particular union to 
get any employment in a strongly 
unionized industry. 

Some of the _ results will be—in- 
creased supplies of food because a 
more abundant labor supply will per- 
mit of its being harvested quicker 
during favorable weather; and a de- 
creased call for semi-luxuries owing 
to the decreased spending powers of 
the city dwellers. The period of in 
flation caused by the war and its re- 
sults is nearly over and the world is 
getting back to normal, not pre-wat!

again, but what from now on we shall 
term normal.

CUTTING OUT THE MIDDLEMAN 


Perhaps no state has benefited more 
by the increased industrial enter- 
prise called into being by the world 
war than Massachusetts. Wages of 
factory employees jump by leaps and 
bounds. The tremendous’ dividends 
of the American Woolen Company 
lave been equalled and even surpass- 
ed by other great commercial enter- 
prises. 

But in no state has the profiteer 
taken greater toll. Seeing the wealth 
of his customers increasing, store- 
keepers, dealers and jobbers deter- 
mined to “get theirs while the getting 
was good.” Several times the great 
dailies have carried protests written 
or spoken by the.heads of great enter- 
prises claiming that no matter what 
raises in wages were granted the 
factory help, they were absorbed by 
increases in the prices for clothing, 
rent and food.

Ray claims that the substitution of 
corporate ownership and management 
of farms, in place of the present in- 
dividual ownership, will help solve 
the problem, and that the future will 
show many large farms under prac- 
tical management, backed by abund- 
ant capital and operated as systemat- 
ically and intelligently as any other 
industry. In this way, as Mr. Ray 
sees it, the adequate capital which 
would be available, would provide the 
best of machinery and equipment on 
farms sufficiently large in area to en- 
sure the greatest possible degree of 
efficiency and economy in operation. 
On these corporation owned farms, 
the best of human machinery would 
be obtainable for the work of man- 
agement and marketing, salaries be- 
ing adjusted to command trained abil- 
ity of a high order. 

Mr. Ray’s proposal has found prac- 
tical expression in the organization of 
the New England Consolidated Farms, 
Inc., which is going to give the idea 
an exhaustive tryout. The main idea 
is to get rid of the middleman, the 
fellow who is responsible for the 60 
per cent spread between prices re- 
ceived by the farmer and those paid 
by the city dweller. The new com- 
pany has been organized and incor- 
porated under the laws of the state 
of Massachusetts. A 1200-acre farm 
at Franklin has been purchased and 
several others are under considera- 
tion. Chemists have been obtained 
to analyze the soil, to find to which 
crops they are best adapted. V. O. 
Webb is farm manager and claims 
that the main farm is producing only

25 per cent of what it should.

All were purchased in Wau- 
kesha county, Wisconsin, and _ all 
sired by bulls out of officially tested 
dams with records as high as 35 Ibs 
of butter in 7 days. This club will 
prove a decided success because it has 
back of it two real enthusiasts in W 
T. Maakstad, the county agent, and C 
E. Fish, the county club leader. Both 
of these men are lovers of dairy cattle 
and are doing all in their power to 
put the project over big. 

In addition to the 24 Holsteins 6 
excellent type Guernsey calves were 
distributed. The Guernsey breeders 
are not in as large numbers as the 
Holstein breeders but are equally as 
enthusiastic from which just as much 
development work can be expected 

The calves will all be brought in 
to the Koosuth County fair held in 
September at which time a boys’ and 
girls’ calf show will be held. The 
calves will all be judged and prizes 
awarded to those who up to date have 
made the greatest growth and develop- 
ment. 


Fayette County’s Second Attempt 

Fayette County, through the leader 
ship of Clyde Combs, the county 
agent, has come to the front in club 
work in lowa. The first club which 
was distributed a year ago was 
brought to a brilliant success with 
the sale on May 26th which was 
previously announced. The majorits 
of these calves were repurchased by 
the members and they are going ahead 
with the avowed intention of becom- 
ing real up-to-the-minute breeders. 

To prove that the work is carrying 
on still a second club has_ been 
organized and about 16 heifers distri- 
buted. These heifers in addition to 
the ones in the first club will all be 
exhibited at the county fair held at 
West Union, August 24-25-26. 

Dyersville Heifer Club 

Dyersville and Dubuque Counts 
have for many years made a great 
deal of their annual Dairy Day cele- 
bration. Within the last few years 
they have felt the need of some one 
definite project to which their 
annual celebration might be tied. The 
boys’ and girls’ purebred heifer club 
was decided upon as furnishing the 
nucleus around which a successful 
Dairy Day or fair might be developed 
In accordance a club of 15 members 
was organized consisting of 13  Hol- 
steins and two Guernseys. 

The calves were put out for 4a 
period of three years with the under- 
standing that they are to be brought 
in each year at the time of the Dairy 
Day celebration and are thus to form 
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the nucleus of this ever-growing 
organization. 

J. B. Domayer of the Farmers State 
bank, Louis Paper, a Holstein breeder, 
and N. G. Malin, the county agent, 
have been very active in getting the 
club on its feet.

BRITISH MEDICS CONFIRM Mc- 
COLLUM 

The British Medical Reserve Com- 
mittee a short time ago issued a re- 
port on “The Present state of knowl- 
edge concerning Accessory Food 
Factors (vitamines)”. Their conclu- 
sions are practically the same as the 
conclusion arrived at by Dr. McCol- 
lum and his colleagues in this coun- 
try. They too find that besides the four 
fundamental food units, proteins, car- 
bohydrates, fats and inorganic mater- 
ials, there are at least two others 
without which normal growth and nu- 
trition cannot take place. These are 
vitamines “Fat-soluble A” and “Water 
soluble B.” 

Fat-soluble <A is derived mainly 
trom certain fats of animal origin, and 
also from green leaves, while it is 
markedly deficient in fats of vege- 
table origin and also in root vege- 
tables. They say that it is extremely 
probable, although their experiments 
are not deemed by them as sufficient 
ground to have this definitely proven, 
that the vitamine Fat-soluble A_ is 
identical with the substance whose 
absence from food is the cause of 
rickets, which has been placed by the 
medical organizations among the de- 
ficiency diseases. Although the inves- 
tigators will not conclude that this 
Fat-soluble A is identical with the 
anti-rachitie factor, it has been demon- 
strated that thev are one and the 
same thing. Further proof lies in the 
fact that grass fed animals rarely if 
ever suffer from rickets, whereas ani- 
mals fed in stalls or pens are liable 
to it. The experiments were’ with 
dogs, which were fed on an ordinary 
puppy diet, mostly of milk, porridge 
and rice, with all the bread the ani- 
mals would eat. The animal oils such 
as cod liver oil, whale oil, cream and 
butter fat are very rich in the  sub- 
stance, but the vegetable oils such as 


linseed, palm, cottonseed, cocoanut 
oil and olive oil are almost entirely 


deficient in it, and it is markedly lack- 


ing in root vegetables such as tur- 
nips, beets, ete. 

According to the report, animals 
cannot grow properly without these 


accessory factors. Until a short time 
ago, hogs in Great Britain were kept 
almost entirely in small enclosures, 
pens or styes. For some time past the 
custom of giving the hogs and pigs a 
run of pasture has been gaining in 
favor, and one of the results is that 
the disease of rickets is almost 
abolished. The reason given is that 
the hogs are now getting food which 
contains a large quantity of the neces- 
sary vitamines.

Bacteriologists tell us and experi- 
ments teach us that the more milk is 
exposed to the air and the more ves- 
sels with which it comes in contact 
the more it becomes contaminated. It 
has also been proven that strained 
milk will sour quicker than unstrain- 
ed milk. 

The writer has found the following 
plan practical for keeping milk pure 
tor the farm baby. 

Yet several milk bottles, such as 
are used in the retail milk trade, also 
obtain a supply of bottle caps. Take 
a clean bottle and cap to the barn 
when milking. Select a healthy, vig- 
orous, quiet Holstein cow that has re- 
cently freshened and one that tests 
between 3 and 4 per cent, preferabriy 
between 3 and 3.5 per cent. Have 
cow’s udder as clean as possible. Milk 
about half of milk into a pail. Then 
uncap bottle and slowly milk into bot- 
tle until full and cap bottle. In milk- 
ing hold mouth of bottle a little to one 
side so that dust will not settle into 
bottle. When bottle is taken.to the 
house give baby a feed while milk is 
still warm. Set the bottle with re- 
mainder of milk in refrigerator or ves- 
sel of cold water. In warming milk 
for baby set the bottle in vessel of 
warm water. 

When empty, the bottle should be 
thoroughly washed and laid where 
bright sunshine can strike it. It 1s 
best to have several bottles so that 
a bottle may not be used very often. 
This will give each bottle a chance 
to become thoroughly disinfected in 


-.the sunshine for the sun is one of our 


greatest disinfectants. Bottles should 
be laid down when sunning so that 
dust will not settle into them.

CANADIAN AYRSHIRE ASSOCIA- 
TION ISSUES BREED 
PUBLICATION 


The Canadian Ayrshire Breeders’ 
Association is publishing a monthly 
booklet entitled “The Canadian Ayr- 
shire Review.” This is printed on 
good quality of paper, well illustrated, 
and contains quite a lot of news of 
Canadian Ayrshires. We notice on 
looking it over that the Canadian Ayr- 
shires Record of Performance is a 365- 


day test. Following are the qualifi- 
cations: 

Lbs. Lbs. 

Milk Butterfat 
Two-year-old class 7,000 266 
Three-year-old class 8,000 304 
Four-year-old class 9,000 342 
Mature class 10,000 380 


The 305-day test or Honor Roll of 
course requires a smaller production, 
but the basis is the same, the cow giv- 
ing the minimum amounts of milk 
will have to test 3.8 per cent butter 
fat to make the required amount of 
fat. As we understand the require- 
ments, the cow has to make the nec 
essary amount of milk and also of fat 
before she is entitled to enrollment in 
either list. 

A cow can qualify in the Honor 
Roll or 305-day division and if she 
produces enough can also qualify in 
the Record of Performance, or 365- 
day division. A cow is entitled to as 
many registrations as her several 
tests qualify her for, even if they do 
not exceed previous records, which 
course is similar to our own short 
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time and long time records. Then, 
too, she may be entitled to a cumula- 
tive record of consecutive tests and 
qualify with an average of not more 
than 15 months intervening between 
freshenings. That is, if a cow runs 
below the requirements one year, and 
runs far above the requirements the 
next year, if her freshening dates are 
not more than 15 months apart, she 
can qualify with her largest record 
ind also in a cumulative, that is two- 
three or more year class. 

Every cow accepted for registration 
of performance must drop a calf with- 
in 400 days from the commencement 
)f the test, and in the four-year-old and 
mature classes, no application for 
such “Advanced Registry” will be ac- 
cepted unless the date of the previous 
calving is given. We believe the plan 
of keeping track of cumulative pro- 
duction is worthy of study of Holstein 
breeders. It would be a good thing 
if cattle owners could give the pro- 
duction of their cows year after year 
the same as the state college can of 
the cows in their herd, and as the 
Morris’ for instance, can of Tilly Al- 
cartra. 

TRAINING THE YOUNG IDEA 


Ferd J. Borgmann of Sauk Center, 
Minn., intends to keep his boy on the 
farm. Mr. Borgmann, who is the 
County Commissioner, and at the 
same time a farmer in a large way, 
sent his young son, Ed, to the Sauk 
Center Public School last fall to take 
the Agricultural Course and recently 
purchased a pure bred Holstein heif- 
er, registering it in the boy’s name, 
and turning it over to him to take 
care of it. The youngster will con- 
tinue his agricultural work in the 
school again this fall, and has already 
made up his mind to become a dairy- 
man. We think Mr. Borgmann is lay- 
ing his plans right and will give his 
son both a scientific and practical 
training in agriculture.
